Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The reply filed 10/25/2005 is a complete reply to all the outstanding 
issues. The examiner proposed the following amendment in order to overcome new issues concerning the 
spontaneous oxidation of Met residues to the sulfoxide and then to the sulfone. In response, Ms. Kitts proposed the 
current examiner's amendment, which the examiner indicated was acceptable.

Cancel claims 2 and 3.

16. A BMP antagonist with antagonistic activity against at least one BMP protein selected from the group 
consisting of MP52, BMP-2, BMP-4 and BMP-7 obtained by replacing at least one methionine or tryptophan residue 
existing in the receptor binding site of mature human MP52 (SEQ ID NO: 1) with a hydrophilic amino acid residue or a 
polar amino acid residue, or converting said tryptophan residues to a hydrophilic residue by chemical modification. 

Replace claim 18 with the following claim: 

18. A mature modified protein obtained by replacing at least one methionine residue at position 30, 71 or 74 or at 
least tryptophan residue existing in mature human MP52 (SEQ ID NO: 1) with a hydrophilic amino acid residue or a 
polar amino acid residue, or converting said tryptophan residues to a hydrophilic residue by chemical modification, 
wherein said mature modified protein has antagonistic activity against at least one BMP protein selected from the 
group consisting of MP52, BMP-2, BMP-4 and BMP-7. 

Replace claim 19 with the following claim: 

19. A mature, modified protein obtained by replacing at least one methionine residue or at least tryptophan residue 
existing in the receptor binding site of mature human MP52 (SEQ ID NO: 1) with a hydrophilic amino acid residue or a 
polar amino acid residue, or converting said tryptophan residues to a hydrophilic residue by chemical modification, 
wherein said mature modified protein has antagonistic activity against at least one BMP protein selected from the 
group consisting of MP52, BMP-2, BMP-4 and BMP-7..
